A TRUE INCIDExNT 


T he power of advertising sometimes pro¬ 
duces strange results. 

A local business man, looking through a 
popular magazine, found the advertising 
pages, as usual, the most interesting read¬ 
ing. His attention was drawn to a small 
ad telling of a handy article which appealed 
to him. He sat right down and wrote an 
order for the thing and sent it off on the 
morning mail. 

Next day this same business man was in 
a neighboring stoi'e, only about three jumps 
from his own. On the shelf he saw the 
same article he had just ordered by mail. 
Yes, the label bore the name of the manu¬ 
facturer to whom he had sent the two-and- 
a-half. Same thing, without a doubt. The 
price was $2.25, the manufacturer having 
added a little to make a “post-paid” price. 

So here he was, with the article he want¬ 
ed within his reach at a saving over the 
out-of-town price, and he was facing the 
prospect of waiting a week or two for his 
higher-priced one. In the mean time he 
did some figuring as to the why of things. 

In the first place, advertising made the 
sale. In the ad that did the trick a picture 
was used. Pictures not only describe the 
article advertised, but they attract atten¬ 
tion to the ad. 

The business man admitted he should 
have made himself more familiar with what 
was available in his home town stores. At 
the same time, he felt the merchant who 
lost that sale was partly to blame for not 
advertising the article and making a better 
display of it. 

And therein, he felt, was the solution of 
the problem of developing home trade, for 
merchants and customers: 

1. Good merchandise, well displayed. 

2. Advertising tied up with merchandise 
display. 

3. The will to buy everything possible at 
home. 

All three are essential. None is difficult. 
The results will benefit everybody.

Then will 
he the proper time for Sierra 
Madre to demand a junior high 
school within our incorporated 
borders. And if that thought i.s 
home in mind, it should be a 
matter of only a few years until 
our needs are cared for.

TICS TO MOTORISTS 

If it is found nece.s.sary to drive 
through sand, <leflate the tires 
and traction will be better. 

Have your spring shackles and 
clips checked occasionally and 
tightened if necessary, and have 
worn shackle bolts and bushings 
replaced. 

Examine your fan belt frequent¬ 
ly and replace it if it is badly 
worn or stretched. Since a belt 
sometimes is cut or snapped, it is 
advisable to carry a spare one. 

Don’t short the ignition by driv¬ 
ing fast through water. .Many 
motorists do not think of this un¬ 
til the water has been splashed 
through the radiator on the motor. 

It is advisable to always carry 
extra bulbs for headlights and 
taillight and an extra fuse when 
driving, and on long trips an ex¬ 
tra generator brush often comes 
in handy. 

Motor valves seldom wear out. 
Burning or warping hecau.se of 
improper adjustments is the most 
frequent cause for replacement. 

Use your choke, but know how. 
In starting a cold engine it is 
better to use the full choke for a 
short period rather than a partial 
choke for a longer period. This 
saves your battery and permits a 
quicker start.

This number ex¬ 
ceeded by four times the total 
trees planted by the forestry di¬ 
vision during the previous fiscal 
year. 

In this connection, it is report¬ 
ed that permits were issued by 
the forestry division during the 
last fiscal year for the planting of 
more than 4000 trees by private 
parties along the county high¬ 
ways. 

During the .same period, it was 
necessary to remove 4500 trees 
due primarily to the necessary 
street widening and curb altera¬ 
tion. This makes the net gain 
for the year, excluding state high¬ 
ways, about iSOOO trees. This gain 
is taken to indicate that the eco¬ 
nomic, health and landscape value 
of shade trees along the lines of 
travel is being appreciated by the 
citizens generally.

“Pm up to weight. I don’t have 
to be in a nutrition class!” are 
exclamations from children un¬ 
aware that “up to weight” is not 
always a sign of good nutrition. 

All children must eat to grow. 
Some under-par children need im¬ 
mediate help from the school and 
home to restore them to health. 
All children, under-nourished or 
not, need regular helpful lessons 
on the food they should eat for 
health an<l growth. 

The aim of teaching nutrition 
in the elementary schools is not 
primarily to ^add pounds to the 
children’s weight. Growing is es¬ 
sential, and it will come under 
proper conditions. The far-reach¬ 
ing aim is to help children to be 
intelligent and interested in the 
food they eat and place it has in 
the growing of healthy bodies. 

A first-graile child who tells 
his mother he must drink milk for 
lime in his teeth, eat spinach for 
iron in his blood and have celery 
for “cellulo.se” is learning a les.son 
as fundamental to his education 
as the multiplication table. 

Both boys and girls by the time 
they finish their elementary school 
work should know enough about 
food values and tbeir costa to en¬ 
able them to intelligently select 
good food combinations when ne¬ 
cessary, as, for instance, at the 
.school cafeteria. They should 
know enough about nutrition and 
its relation to their health to un¬ 
derstand that dietary results work 
slowly, yet are doing something to 
the body day by day. 

“1 do not need to drink milk” 
could no( be intelligently and hon¬ 
estly said by a child who had 
taken the nutrition course.
